A recital of unusual interest -.wis 
given in Xarherth on Saturday. Ma.v 
17, under the .-inspires of the I. allies' 
Aid Society, of Holy Trinity Lutheran 
Church. 

Ann Lucky, soprano, Ruth Aid. inn, 
pianist, of New York City, Margaretta 
Kennedy, 'cellist, of llnrrisluirg, and 
Mary M. Cumin, reader, nf Wheeling, 
West Virginia, were the artists. 

.Miss Mcldnn delighted lier audience 
with her splendid rendition of Truika 
of Tschailwiwsky, Waruin of Schumann, 
the (i flat major Ktude uf Chopin, 
and the Hungarian Hhnpsody No. 2 of 
Liszt. Her sense of tonality and color 
are most unusual, and her excellent 
technique litis been compared liv one 
critic to the great Mine. Lutidowska. 
One seldom encounters such voice, 
presence ajid artistry so combined as 
in 'Miisa L-uckey, <vho is fast winning 
a substantial place in the American 
concert field. Her aria from the Mar- 
riage of Fizaro, of Mozart, was ex- 
quisitely rendered nnd the same lyric 
quality was applied to her old English 
songs, while the Songs of Leroux. Wint- 
ter Watts, Arthur Toot ami Mnrtin 
Shaw gave her a chance to display her 
versatility. 

Miss Kennedy is a 'cellist of splen- 
did aibility. Her bone, bowing anil 
phrasing, are admirable. She added 
much to the program both in her solos 
and obligatos. 

Miss C'urran, of the National School 
of Elocution and Oratory, <of Philadel- 
phia, afforded considerable enjoyment 
by the clever rendering of her selec- 
tion, "To the Ladies." She showeu 
marked ability in impersonating the 
different characters of the play. Her 
own keen appreciation of the humor of 
trhe play found ready response in her 
audience. 

The program was artistic in every 
sense, and the artists held their nudi- 
anoe «peli-hounfl through the entire 
program.
